High school students are secking a 
solution to ongoing smoking pro- 
blems at Wilmington High. Ac- 
cording to Anna Zukas, of the 
Student School Committee, the pro- 
blem is "getting extremely bad,” 
especially in the girls restrooms 
before school and during lunch 
hour.

A superseding order of con- 
ditions has been issued by the 
Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection (DEP) for the proposed 
Inwood Office Park in Woburn. 

The order forces the applicant, 
TCW Lard Fund I, to bring the 
project before the Wilmington 
Planning Board. That board will 
have to provide evidence that the 
width of a proposed roadway to the 
commercial complex through Wil- 
mington meets their specifica 
tions. As of Monday, proponents 
have avoided an appearance before 
the planning board. The Woburn 
Planning Board has approved the 
project. 

Original owner Ed Callan ap 
peared before the Wilmington Con- 
servation Commission a few years 
ago with plans to construct appro- 


bridges, and retaining walls. He 
also asked to fill about 4,820 square 
feet of wetlands in the limited pro- 
ject. Commissioners elected to con- 
tinue the hearing and eventually 
denied Callan's application for lack 
of information, Commissioners 
said then they wanted a notice of 
intent on the work and a wetland 
filling plan from Woburn submit- 
ted to their board, Proponents 
appealed the decision and the 
superseding order was received last 
month. 

Officials in Wilmington and 
Reading have had rescrvations 
about the large development for a 
long time, saying it will have a 
negative traffic impact on both 
towns. Though the buildings will be 
located in Woburn, the sole pro- 
posed access road to the project is 
in Wilmington off West Street. 


State handicapped 
director praises 
Wilmington committee 


Wilmington has produced one of 
the finest handicapped affairs 
committees in Massachusetts, ac 
cording to James Gleich state 
Director of Handicapped Affairs 
Gleich spoke at a Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon October 31, 
held at the K of C Hall 

He spoke on a number of subjects 
including the federal tax deduction 
for employers of the handicapped, 
and a credit program for people 
who employ disabled persons. 

David Sullivan, a man who serves 
with Gleich, has much to do with 
these programs. His telephone is 
(617) 727-0928. Mussachusetts, 
Gleich told his audience, is 
constantly looking for a job site for 
people with handicaps. 

Public cducation laws in Mas- 
sachuselts guarantee children to the 
right of an education, Under the 
provisions of Chapter 766 we are 
now secing the first generation of 
disabled students in our public 
schools. 

There is, however, no protection 
against discrimination in the 
Massachusetts law against housing 
for the disabled. There is a Federal 
law. There is, too, a lack of trans- 
portation laws regarding public 
facilities, but improvements are on 
the way. 

Activity on the part of individuals 
has made for major reform, The 
state building code in Massachsuctts

Toward that end, I would like to 
share some concerns about how 
the high school's curriculum, as 
well as those of the intermediate 
schools, could suffer if the 
upcoming November 4, dept 
exclusion vote for new boilers is 
not supported. 

1 use the word “could” because no 
‘one is definitively certain when the 
present heating system will fail 
‘They just assure us that it will, and 
strongly suggest the proximate 
future as the time of that happening 
taking place. 

If the high school has to be closed 
for four (4) or more weeks in the 
dead of winter, the approximately 
seven hundred youngsters being 
educated at the Church Steet 
facility can not simply sit at home. 
The state mandates that the 
community must educate its young 
and can withhold millions of 
dollars or currently available 
reimbursement money if said 
process does not occur. 

To those who might answer that 
the school system could get a 
waiver and simply have a shorter 
car, | would respond by offering 
a big question mark. Reason being 
that the condition of the boiler 
room has been known for some 
lime requiring the town to have 
developed an alternative 
educational plan in case of heating 
failure. 

An additional wonder regarding 
the above might also be why should 
the students even potentially be 
deprived of learning time? Seventy 
three (73) percent of them go on to 
further education, They take pride 
in maintaining the great facilities in 
which they learn and* they 
regularly stand up and proudly 
compete against overwhelming 
odds on the athletic fields of the 
Merrimack Valley, 

We additionally would proudly

1) The two 
schools would 
combined. 

The high school would have to 
take over one (1) of the two (2) 
intermediate schools.

(12) would at that point have to be 
rescheduled in double session 
format 

4) Double sessions require 
additional: staff, administration, 
heating and transportation costs. 
The kind of money that would be 
needed, is to the best of my 
knowledge, simply not available in 
any budget. 

5) To comply with the state 
regulations students in grades six 
(6) through twelve (12) would be 
in school from approximately 6 
a.m, to 5:30 p.m 

6) High School chemistry, 
physics, or advanced biology 
courses could not be done justice in 
the physical constraints of the 
intermediate schools. Our winter 
interscholastic athletic programs 
would be damaged. The academic 
offerings would have to be split 
between sessions causing ruptures 
in established student schedules 
creating a situation where 
graduation requirements could not 
possibly be met thereby 
threatening college acceptances. 
Our photography, business,

Monday morning's leadership meeting in the 
Massachusetts House was the beginning of a new 
political attitude in the Legislature to finally get serious 
with the budget crisis and make deep, painful cuts. 

Speaker George Keverian began the day with a 
presentation to his leadership team on the details of a 
major, comprehensive tax package which wéuld 
alleviate the present half-billion dollar state budget 
deficit. However, it is believed the author of the plan 
was actually Keverian's chicf licutenant, House 
Majority Leader Charles Flaherty. 

State Rep.“Jack Flood, a Democratic candidate for 
governor and once a lone voice in the wildern 
warning that a fiscal crisis was on the way, said that 
Flaherty's tax package was really copied from the 
govemor's proposals, with the thinking that Dukakis is 
so "discredited" the plan had to be offered by another 
political figure on Beacon Hill. Unfortunately for 
Flaherty, the appeal for still more taxes has fallen on 
unsympathetic ears. "I think that everyone agrees that 
until we restore people's confidence and make cuts we 
cant’ even discuss taxes,” said Flood. 

Both the Speaker and Speaker-to-be met wiih stiff 
Opposition from committee chairmen, including Ways 
and Means Chairman Richard Voke. The doomed (at 
least for now) tax package included a doubling in the 
capital gains tax, a stiff hike in the cigarette and alcohol 
taxes, a 20 percent increase in the sales tax, and an 
increase in the gas tax of six cents per gallon this year, 
with another two cent hike next year, and the year to 
follow 
Try gulping all that down 

The reaction to the Keverian-Flaherty proposal was 
swift, "Legislators were immediately calling the tax 
proposal political suicide,” said local state Rep. Augie 
Grace. At least nine commitee chairmen reportedly 
told Keverian that they could not consider a major tax 
Proposal until there had finally been the deep cuts in 
slate spending which the public seems to be demanding, 
liberals call this "blood-letting,"” while conservatives 
say “belt-tightening.” 

Following his meeting with House leaders, Keverian 
assembled the rank-in-file in small groups about 20 ata 
time. The end result was a broad consensus of i 
defection; that regardless of the Speaker's plan or 
Flaherty's lobbying there would be no significant i 
support for another major tax hike until state spending i] 
had been dramatically reduced. ‘i 

By the end of business on Monday, the Keverian 
Flaherty plan had mutated from a huge tax hike to a 
major spending cut proposal. Welcome to the final 


chapter of the Massachusetts budget crisis, "Light 
Dawns on the Horizon.” Feeling the schse of frustgtion 
on the part of the rank-in-file membership, the 
Speaker's office will finally support serious budget 
cuts. Now on the table is a $100 million saving: kage 
that would sce the consolidation of some cabinet 
secretaries, some 5,000 state worker layoffs, and even 
the elimination of the Board of Higher Regents of 
Education, the policy making body for the state 
colleges and universitics chaired by former U.S 
Senator Paul Tsongas.

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Helping adult children of alcoholics adjust

"There's alot of secrets in alco- 
holic families. We're only as sick as 
our secrets.” Using this premise, 
Karl Peters of Wilmington Family 
Counseling, Inc., has been helping 
adulis who grew up with alcoho- 
lism open up and talk about their 
experiences. Through his therapy 
sessions he is able to make these 
adults, often referred to as Adult 
Children of Alcoholics (ACOA), 
more aware. He is also able to show 
them healthier ways to cope in their 
lives, 

Karl, a licensed clinical social 
worker with a specially in chemical 
dependency, has been leading small 
group sessions for the past two 
years. Though the group gives 
Support to all the members and, in 
that sense, could be viewed as a 
support group, it is more of a 
pyscho-educational group where 
members learn about alcoholism 
and often release long-buried feel 
ings that are only now beginning to 
surface, 

Some of Karl's paticnts feel shame 
or guilt about their past and their 
families and have never been able to 
talk about their feelings, Some have 
been abused, sexually, physically, 
or verbally, and have had problems 
with sexual intimacy. Some fear 
authority figures or distrust other 
people. Some have problems with 
low self-esteem or have established 
eating disorders me 
desperate for love and approval and 
about 2/3 of his patients drink 
theriselves, Living wth alcoholism 
has any number of side effects and 
most adult children do pay a price, 


are 


says Karl. 

Karl's groups are small, usually 
six to 11 members, with sessions 
running 10 to 12 weeks. Though 
members come from other com- 
munities, most of Karl's patients are 
from Wilmington and Tewks- bury 
Wilmington residents are charged 
according to their financial 
situation, usually on a sliding scale 
from $2.50 to $25 per one and a 
half hour session. All others pay 
$25, Confidentiality is maintained. 
explains that, initially, he 
will talk about his own background 
as an adult child, which seems to 
give some reassurance that his 
Patients are not alone. He also tells 
paticnts that alcoholism has a 
genetic base and must be viewed as a 
progressive illness that docs get 
worse. Karl will provide group 
members with genograms, a sort of 
family tree which traces family 
relationships and past problems. 
The genogram helps members 
understand that they didn't “invent 
some of their Own behavior. Fi 
nally, Karl asks paticnts about their 
own relationship to alcohol, Once 
members start opening up, he says. 
there's a strong sense of relief that 
at last things are out in the open 

John Eldridge of Billerica calls 
Karl a “facilitator™ who is able to 
draw out feelings and immediately 
respond to them. OF the two ses 


sions he attended, John says “there 
was a tremendous sense of com- 
munication and connection with 
others." John remembers that 
growing up with an alcoholic father 
there was an “isolated” atmosphere 
in his home. It also led to problems 


with ust and aloneness. 

"The sharing is a particularily 
significant piece of the (therapy) 
process,” says John, adding that his 
first session was “unbelicvingly 
eye-opening.” 

t helped give me a little dif- 
ferent image of who I am and what 
I'm all about,” he explains, adding 
that now he feels more at peace with 
himself 

According toKarl, there are four 
types of alcoholic families. There is 
the multi-generational kind, where 
at least one family member in every 
generation is alcoholic. There is the 
skip gencration, where alcohol ad- 
diction skips a generation, There is 
the limited recovery family, where 
the mother or father stopped drink- 
ing but no one ever got any pro- 
fessional help, And there's the 
rarest kind, the first generation 
family, where problem drinking is 
only in the current generation, 

Karl explains that some adults may 
exhibit classic characteristics of 
ACOA's but may not realize there 
was a drinking problem in their 
family in a prior generation. It's 
only when they seck help do adult 
children realize the reason for 
certain feelings and behavior 

The hardest thing to do is break 
pattems of behavior or what some 
call "coping mechanisms.” There 
are several ways to cope, For 
instance, some children in alcoholic 
families become the "scapegoat 
who diverts attention from the 
problem by becoming defiant 
rebellious, susceptible to peer pres 
sure, or chemical abusers them 
selves. Some children become the

The following story is about a 
local victim who erew up in an 
alcoholic family To protect the 
young mother's privacy and that of 
her parents, whi live in 
Wilmington, we have chosen th use 
the pseudonym “Pat \ 
"Pat" is a survivor. Outwardly, 
she is a caring 33 year old wile, 
mom, nurse, and  selfadmitted 
"people pleaser" with a desire to 


share her all foo common story with 
others in id. Inwardly, for 
perhaps Ke first time in her life, Pat 


feels in control 

Pat is an Adult Child of Alcoholics 
(ACOA), Adult children either 
grew up ina home where alcohol 
dependency was the norm or they 
exhibit certain characteristics that 
revel there may have been a 
problem with alcohol in previous 
nerations, In Pat’s case, her father 
was an alcoholic and her mother 
was “extremely dystunctional.” 

"The thing | remember most about 
my childhood is it was very fright 
ening and very lonely. I lived ina 
constant state of anxiety, | was let 
down so many times,” Pat says 
calmly 

Much of Pat's "rage and hate” in 
the past was directed at her mother 
Pat considered her mom overly 
strict and. sometimes physically 
abusive. She thinks that often her 
mother felt “trapped,” cither in her 
marriage or lifestyle or both 

"My skin would crawl just to be 
near her,” Pat says.

Do you shoot or let him pass? Both 
are good and honorable decisions, to 
be made at that moment. Only you 
can decide how the drama will end 
and that time is right now 

You decide to take him. That's just 
the way life is, sometimes. Your eye 
and hand shake @ bit as you take aim, 
and then the woods roar like thunder 
for an instant, BOQoomm! (or else a 
near-silent Twunngg!) 

Stop. And watch closely 

We now have an entirely new ball 
game on our hands. Your deer hunt 
has just gone from being a peaceful 
stroll in the woods to a life and death 
issue. Not your death -- but his 
Hunters should strive at all times for 
the cleanest kill possible, and you've 
just made yourself part of the daily 
life-and-death struggle of the forest. 
What happens next tells what kind of 
hunter you really are. It's all on the 
line now, friend, 

Non-hunters, it's time to stop your 
reading. There will be no apologies 
if you find the next part too gross. It 
happens, and that’s the hard truth, 

First order of business is watching 
the deer, to see if it's downed, More 
often than not, he won't fall. If the 
buck drops dead on the spot, lucky 
you, But let's say your deer 
to parts unknown, which is not at all 
unusual 

If the buck jumps at your shot, it 
usually means you scored. A gun 
shot really doesn't bother deer, To 
them it's a thunder-clap -- 
cnough noise if you live outdoors 


common 


any deer into flight, so archers must 
be doubly careful about placement 
of shots, Seeing feathers in his ribs is 
better proof of a hit 

There is some argument about the 
next order of business here. Some 
hunters say you should give chase 
immediately, to prevent the wound 
from closing up. Others insist that 
you should sit for an hour or more, 
io give the deer time to “stiffen up.” 
If the wound is fatal, the deer will 
fall down and dic, eventually, but 
those hunters who can't wait a few 
minutes might end up chasing their 
deer into the next ZIP code. 

Wounded decr can still run, long 
and hard. I'm in favor of sitting for 
a half-hour, so the deer won't run 
far. If there's no threat in sight or 
sound, most deer will stop after a 
hundred yards or so and look back 
to check for any pursuers 

While waiting, go to the exact spot 
where the deer stood when you took 
your shot and study the arca. Look 
Closely for any blood or hair, or 
find your arrow if you can. 

If you find blood, it means you hit 
him. Asa good hunter, you are now 
duty-bound to recover that deer if 
humanly possible, and your honor is 
at stake, friend. Leaving a wounded 
deer in the woods is a mortal sin, so 
begin following that blood trail, and 
pray that it doesn’t rain, A layer of 
snow on the ground is much better 
than dead leaves, but make do with 
what you have. Start walking 

Murphy's Law states that you will 


of the last drops you find and come 
back in the morning, but don't you 
dare give up. 

Bright blood, from an artery, is a 
better sign than darker blood, but 
the volume of the flow is the overall 
indication of the severity of the hit. 
He may go anywhere from 10 yards 
toa thousand, and stop to lie down a 
few times along the way. 

A wound may close, so you may 
Jose the trail cven though the deer is 
mortally wounded. Even a gut shot, 
which is 100 percent fatal, may stop 
bleeding. Follow the footprints if 
the drops disappear, and it's wise to 
gct reinforcements to help search. 

Every so often look to see where 
the trail is heading. If it leads into a 
thicket, mark your spot and begin a 
quiet approach to the thicket. You 
may get a standing shot, or a shot at 
the wounded deer bedded down, if 
your approach is good. If not, take 
up the trail again from your marker. 

If and when you come upon your 
quarry, study its cyes. If the cyes are 
open and glazed, it's probably dead. 
But if the deer’s eyes are closed or it 
squints, you'll need a finishing shot 

Don't ever be a “hero” and try to 
finish off a deer with a knife, That is 
dangerous! Antlers are not used for 
decoration. 1 once watched footage 
of an antlered buck chasing away a 
full-grown mountain lion, soa 
knows full well how to use hi 
for deadly effect 

Bottom line -- don't ever leave a 
wounded deer behind. That's crucl, 
wasteful and morally wrong. Better 
yet, work to improve your shooting 
before the season starts, so you can 
do the job right, with one shot.

Water commissioners 
negotiate construction 
charges on treatment plant 


The Edmund H. Sargent Water 
Treatment plant, in North 
Wilmington, has been constructed 
and is in operation. However, the 
contract for construction was not 
completed on schedule. Work was 
not completed until three or more 
months had passed after the stated 
date of completion: 

The Water Commissioners of 
Wilmington, representatives of 
PUMA Corp., the contractor, and 
builder, and representatives of the 
engineering firm of Weston and 
Sampson, which had planned, and 
oversaw the construction met on 
October 26 to talk over their 
problems, Bill Algers and engineer 
Bob Sayles represented Puma 
Engineers Alan Silbovitz and Bill 
Gagne represented Weston & 
Sampson, and Chairman Arthur 
Smith did most of the talking for 
the water commissioners 


Puma felt that it was entitled to 
$500 for cach day, for working 
more days than had been 
scheduled. More than one figure 
was mentioned during the 
discussion, The one which was 
most prominent was 146, less 17, 
or 139 days (i.c. $69,500, it would 
seem). 

Also involved were "design 
changes." The fucl oil tank had 
Prominent discussion, as did the 
septic system, both of which had 
delays in installation 

Chairman Smith, who isa private 
contractor and who has a drain 
layer's license in Wilmington and 
other communities, said during the 
discussion that he had been called 
upon to submit a bid for 
construction of the sewer, He was 
not happy about it 

Sayles said the firm of Puma was 
looking for a licensed drain layer 


in Wilmington. There was nothing 
personal, he assured Smith. 

There were many other items 
discussed 

Puma was told that the town had 
suffered severe dam: because of 
the delay. Smith said he would not 
approve of any “change order" 
unless it had been approved by the 
engincering firm, and that they 
would have to show 
documentation. Gagne assured 
Smith that documentation would be 
in the mail "in the morning." 

Smith also said that Puma had 
done very good work, in the 
construction and that he had 
written a letter to this effect, 

The meeting ended with an 
agreement that Weston & Sampson 
would check out every claim and 
document, bills in the dispute, for 
the Water Commissioners. 


Peer leaders help fellow 
students at Shawsheen Tech 


Twenty students at Shawsheen 
Tech recently stepped carefully 
through giant “spider webs,” 
gathered in groups to pantomime 
various machines, and practiced 
falling and being caught by fellow 
students, These seemingly random 
activities were actually carefully 
designed exercises in planning, 
cooperation and trust, as part of 
their training as the new pecr 
leaders at the school. 

Representatives from the 
Psychological Center's Prevention 
Network in Lawrence presented a 
two day program to 10th, 11th and 
12th graders who will serve as 
volunteer helpers to other students. 

"They are not counselors, but 
leaders,” noted Louise Sorabella, 
the school's drug and alcohol 
coordinator, who with Linda 
Swascy, peer leader, organized and 
implemented the program. "We've 
chosen students who would be good 
role models and can work with 
other students.” 

Making that choice wasn't easy 


\\ 


Last spring, when teachers were 
invited to suggest students, 249 
nominations came in. Those 
selected as the best role models are, 
predictably, "very involved in the 
school,” Sorabella says. "We'll 
have to be as flexible as we can in 
scheduling,” 

One of the first activitics for 


these peer leaders is to serve as 
after school tutors, working 
primarily with ninth graders who 
need help in academic subjects 
"Peer leaders will be trained by the 
staff as to how they can help with 
homework, telling students how to 
organize material, how to study, 
and how to give drills, for 
example,” Sorabella said 

As the leaders gain the trust of 
students, other problems may be 
revealed. Shawsheen has received a 
grant from the Governor's 
Alliance Against Drugs, part of 
which was used for the taining and 
for a stipend for Swasey. The 
will also cover matcrials and 
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speakers for special programs. 
New curricula will be introduced 
in the 10th and 11th grade on drug 
and alcohol prevention, with a 
ninth grade program maintained 
and updated as necessary 

In the future, under the: grant, 
seniors will be trained so they can 
speak to their peers in classrooms 
about current issues, including 
drugs and alcohol. Peer leaders 
will not be encouraged to counsel 
students who may reveal a problem 
with alcohol or drug abuse. "If 
there is a scrious problem, the peer 
leader should Ict the student know 
that someone will have to be told, 
said Sorabella. 

In the training sessions, students 
completed a number of exercises 
that explored values, asking 


participants if they would lie to a 
friend, for example, or whether 
they should follow their family's 
advice in certain situations. 
Self-esteem was another topic, with 
students hearing a story about the 


negative effects of criticism, and 
how it can be overcome by 
accenting the positive. "Students 
were asked to write a positive 
comment about another person in 
the group - some were surprised 
about the nice things others had to 
say," Sorabella said. One of the 
most difficult parts for these young 
leaders, however, was when they 
had to sit in a group “and simply 
brag about themselves,” Sorabella 
noted. "Most of them were rather 
embarrassed.”

Today, Poore reflects that rear- 
ing twins may be said to provide a 
lot more than double the pleasure, 
double the fun, As a past presi 
dent of the group she joined, the 
Founding Chapter of ‘the 
Massachusetts Mothers of Twins, 
she affirms that raising twins pro 
vides even more than double the 
challenge of raising a singleton 

Described by one writer as an 
obvious “lifeline 19 mothers,” the 
concept of a Mother of Twins club 
may have originated with a study 
Zroup assembled in 1934 in 
Jamestown, New York. In 
Massachusetts, it originated in 
Barbara Poore's group in 1956, 
the first of 20 chapters across the 
state and one of the national orga 
nizations of Mothers of Twins 


clubs which count almost 9,000 
members. 

The founding chapter meets 
monthly at St. Margaret's School 
Hall, 111 Winn St. Burlington. 
Another local chapter, North 
Suburban Mothers of Twins, 
meets in Wakefield at the First 
Baptist Church on the comer of 
Lafayette and Common streets. 

A friendly, pretty-featured 
woman with salt-and-pepper hair, 
Barbara Poore seems in her 
kitchen to be a perpetual motion 
mother of four. She stresses that 
the first challenge for parents of 
(wins is the real and immediate 
bread-and-butter issue of finances.

And, Poore adds, the financial 
impact continues: Double the for- 
mula if the babies aren't breast- 
fed, double the diapers, and, down 
the road, double the college 
expense. 

"But beyond finances” she 
adds, “there's the stress on the 
marriage. So, take the strain of 
parenting and double it.” 

Is the experience of raising 
twins nothing then but expense, 
stress and drudgery? 

Well, Poore notes with a gleam 


that the name Janice means 
"God's gracious gift." She makes 
it equally clear in referring to all 
her children that she feels the 
same about each. 

But she is convinced that the 
peculiar strains associated with 
raising twins did not overwhelm 
the Poores’ joy, fun and fineness 
thanks largely to help from the 
other members of Mothers of 
Twins. 

Perhaps oddly, it is not through 
financial aid that Mothers of 
Twins offers its chief support for 
parents - though some financial 
help is available to assist needy 
families with twins, 

“It's more the emotional sup- 
port that is so crucial," Poore said, 
"Offered by wonderful women 
from all ages and backgrounds 
who relate shortcuts and energy- 
saving hints and who also ‘know 
what it's like to be there.’ Their 
empathy is so supportive that it 
makes all the difference.”

As for the fiqueney of twin 
hing, statistics indicate significant 
racial variation, according to 
Gehman - with an extremely low 
multiple birth figure for Japan: 
"prior to 1400, twinning was con- 
sidered evidence of adultery in 
Japan, and both mothers and chil- 
dren were put to death.If twinning 
is an hereditary trait, the genes 
that carried this wait were cut off 
at the source...until the trait was 
all but wiped out.”

‘A new fund-raising drive in 
Boston guarantees the show will 
indeed go on at Boston's largest 
theater, The Wang Center for the 
Performing Arts, the grande dame 
of the city’s theater district. 

"AS $10 million historical 
restoration project has been 
launched to ensure the Wang 
Center's continued status as a 
world-class theater into the 1990s 
and the next century," said 
Stephen L. Brown, president of 
Boston-based John Hancock 
Financial Services and chairman 
of the Wang”Center Restoration 
Committee. 

The 4,200-seat theater is 
Boston's largest, but the challenge 
of maintaining the structure is 
also large. 

“The goal of the aesthetic 
restoration will be to restore the 
theater to its opening night splen- 
dor." said Brown

Since its opening in 1925, the 
Center has hosted a galaxy of 
stars, ranging from Al Jolson and 
Benny Goodman to Luciano 
Pavarotti and Rudolph Nureyev. 
With a 90-foot-high lobby mod- 
eled after the Paris Opera, elabo- 
rate ceiling murals, marble 
columns and clegant gold leaf and 
crystal, it is a glimmering jewel in 
the cultural center of New 
England, 

The restoration will involve a 
comprehensive renovation of the 
theater's degorative elements, 
including the painting and plasier- 
work of the grand domed ceiling, 
the murals and arched walls, the 
woodwork and the marble 
columns and floors. All crystal, 
brass and bronze’ chandeliers and 
fabrics and curtains will be 
replaced or refurbished. 


Designed by noted architect 
Charles Blackall, the original 


Metropolitan Theater (renamed in 
honor of the Wang family in 
1983) was built in the European 
tradition of ornament and rich 
detail, but adapted for motion pic- 
ture viewing, the new craze at the 
time. It was a "movie palace" 
uniquely designed so the public 
could enjoy the cinema with 
orchestral accompaniment in a 
grand theatrical environment 

Through the 1930s, '40s and 
"50s the theater presented 
vaudeville, stage shows, big band 
concerts and opera. During World 
War Il, the Big Bands, including 
Duke Ellington and Benny 
Goodman, played there, and Bob 
Hope and Al Jolson performed at 
war bond drives. 

More recent times brought 
musicals, ballet and rock music to 
the theater. Sandy Duncan starred 
in “Peter Pan" and Rex Harrison 
in “My Fair Lady." Russia's 
Bolshoi and Kirov Ballets visited, 


as did rock star Rod Stewart earli- 
er this year. It is the home of the 
Boston Ballet. 

Despite renovation efforts dur- 
ing the 1970s, a roof problem 
forced the closing of the theater in 
1982. Dr. An Wang, founder of 
the Lowell-based computer giant, 
came to the rescue with a $3.5 
million gift, including a $3 mil- 
lion challenge grant to match 
future gifts on a one-to-one basis, 
In recent years, The Wang Center 
has depended on those contribu- 
tions - by corporations, the gov- 
emment, foundations and individ- 
uals - to maintain its varied pro- 
gramming. 


Substantial technical improve- 
ments will enhance the function 
of the theater. The orchestra pit, 
acoustics and the theatrical light- 
ing will be redesigned, and sight- 
line improvements made to pro- 
vide a better view of the stage. 
Finally, safety features, support

facilities and electrical, air condi- 
tioning and heating systems will 
be updated. 

“The performer will have the 
most sophisticated environment to 
practice his or her craft - a theater 
with no superior in the United 
States," said Brown. "The restora- 
tion will make our theater into the 
cultural center it deserves to be. 
‘We will be able to provide a more 
comfortable environment for the 
public and performers,” said 
Josiah A. Spaulding, Jr., president 
and general manager of The Wang 
Center. 

Although the restoration pro- 
ject is not formally part of evolv- 
ing plans by the city, the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority and the 
Midtown Cultural District Task 
Force to support the entire cultur- 
al district, Brown noted that the 
committee is exploring ways to 
assist smaller neighborhood the- 
aters, 


Joining Brown on the 
Restoration Committee, which 
will oversee the historic Wang 
Center restoration and fund-rais- 
ing effort, are: Ross W. Farrar, 
executive director at the Boston 
law firm of Palmer & Dodge, and 
former deputy director of the 
Museum of Fine Arts; Jonathan 
Fairbanks, Katharine Lane Weems 
Curator of American Decorative 
Arts and Sculpture, Museum of 
Fine Arts; John de Monchaux, 
dean of the school of architecture 
and planning, Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology; and Paul 
Guzzi, senior vice president and 
chief of staff, Wang Laboratories, 
and former Massachusetts secre- 
lary of state.

"Dad" is an a; ssive movie. 
It force feeds the audience mas- 
sive doses of sentimentality until 
we just about drown under a 
manipulation designed to guilt us 
into appreciating our own family 
circles, 

Jack Lemmon plays Jack 
Tremont, a 75-year-old retiree 
stuck in a stifling marriage and a 
constricting, joyless life, When 
his wife Bette (Olympia Dukakis) 
has a heart attack, their grown, 
and long since gone, son retums 
home to help his father around the 
house while Bette is in the hospi- 
tal 


Ted Danson plays John, the 
middle-aged man who tries to get 
to know his father while infusing 
a lite life into the elder Tremont. 
Meanwhile, John has a teenaged 
son of his own whom he barely 
knows, has actually had little con- 
tact with since divorcing the boy's 
mother. Once we meet these three 
men, the bathos begins to slop 
into every aspect of the film, 
including a sticky score by the 
ubiquitous Jack Horner, a man 
who seems to compose the music 
to every third movie released 
these days. 

Actually, once we get the set- 
up of three gencrations of men, all 
unable to communicate amongst 
themselves or show affection, the 
film could stop. We all know 
exactly where it is going, as the 
story outline mirrors any movic- 


care and devotion to his father. 


of-the-week. No surprise here, as 
David Gary Goldberg, director 
and screenwriter, made his name 
as th cor of "Family Ties.” In 
fact, "Dad" is his first feature- 
length film. 

There are lots of endearing lit- 
tle scenes in which Jack and John 
play catch in the back yard, learn 
to do laundry, fix breakfast.

Watching Danson protectively jog 
beside his father’s care as Jack 
takes a driving test is ridiculous. 
Goldberg has to take a lot of the 
blame for laying in on so thick. 

The story ines to add depth by 
including fantasy scenes into 
which Jack Tremont has escaped 
for years. In order to get through 
his boring job at Lockheed and a 
marriage to a domineering spouse, 
Jack has created a Utopian farm 
that becomes alarming real to him 
as his health begins to fail mid- 
movie, It's just that the rest of the 
film tries so hard to be dewey- 
eyed you can't convince us there's 
any real profundity to the story. 
I's like telling us there is nutri- 
tional value in a Twinkie. 

There are a few scenes in this 
picture that do work. One particu- 
larly touching moment occurs 
when John scoops up his uncon- 
scious father and carries the john- 
ny-clad old man out of the hospi- 
tal where the medical treatment 
has been appallingly inept. It's a 
rousing scene, and Danson is 
quite effective here, butting heads 
with a medical community he per- 
ceives as uncaring and irresponsi- 
ble.
